Then the Tloosung Customs llouse staff inspect the shipfs papers and see that
it hos a proper enbry pormit before it is allowed to proceed into the harbor.
Officers {ron Toosung Custons remain on the vessel until it docks at Shanghai
and then turn it over to officers of the Shanghai Customs Office?.

2. After the ship 1s at the dock, the ship's agent in Shanghal clears it with
the Customs officials, at the same time as Customs inspection officers check
all passengers aboard., These checks are nade by two units, each comprising
10 to 20 ren, and require from 6 to 20 iours. TJomen inspectors are oHre-
sent to examine wcmen passengers. The ship'!s crew 1s checked by both Custous
inspectors and police from tle Foreign Affairs Section of the Shanghai
Public Security Burean, Inspactors and guards are on duty during the entire
time the caryo is being unloaded,

3, Ships departing from Shanghal are also subject to the same Customs checks and
inspections during the their loading period. Six to 10 hours befors departure,
Customs iaspectors check the vessel and the police chmck the identification
papers of the crew and see that the entire crew is on board. Aifter every-
tling has been cleared, several Customs personnel remain on the vessel until
she arrives at T.oosung Station, where they are taken off by motorboat.

After tiis, the vessel is free wo leave the harbor.

Iile had been informed by the office that the govermment

disclaimed all responsibility for opium purchased by private cltizens after

it had been loaded on a vessel for sone port outside of China., CIU inguired

at the time of his sarrest whether, if a shipment of opium could not be dise

charged outside China because of unforeseen circumstances, the government

would protect the shiprment on its return to the port of origin. The attitude

of the Customs Service was that such shipments would be dealt with as smuggling

of narcctics inio China. DBecause of strict govermment rogulation of opium

sales, nany narcotlcs dealers huve had difficulty in gett.ng their cormodity

fron Tiemtgin to Shanghal and a mumber of nerchants have beea arrested by

shanghai Customs authorities. CHU was fined JUP 50,000,000 for sruggling

narcoticse.
